Senator Frye's B ill to E ncourage 
th e M erchant M arine—The 
A ppropriation B ill.

W A SH IN G T O N SO C IETY . 


H o w tlie C h ie f M en o f th e N a tio n a re 
L o ca ted a t th e C ap ital. 
W a sh in g to n, January 5th — Everything 
indicates a gay w inter socially. Tlie offi­ 
cial family ail have beautiful homes within 
easy reach of the W hite House and one an­ 
other, and the round of visits can be read­ 
ily made. Secretary Blaine lives in the 
large, square, red brick house ou the east 
side of Lafayette square. 
W illiam H. Sew­ 
ard, when Secretary of State, lived in it, 
and it was there he was attacked by the 
assassin on the m emorable night of the 
14th of April. 1865. 
For several years it 
has been closed, and it had the unm istak­ 
able air which unoccupied houses have. 
Last spring Mr. Blaine leased and at once 
set about repairing it, and now it is as 
bright and cheerful as it was dull and u n ­ 
canny looking. 
W ithin a few doors of 
the Blaines is a large house used by the 
Cosmos Club. Though the chief scientiiic 
club of the country and frequented by men 
famous for their attainm ents, and where 
presumably nothing of less m oment is dis­ 
cussed than the parallax of a star or the 
theory of solution, it is still known as the 
Madison House, and the ghost of pretty 
Dolly Madison haunts its rooms and cor- 
ridois. 
Postm aster - General 
W anam aker has 
bought 1731 I street, which has been occu­ 
pied during the last three adm inistrations 
by Cabinet officers. The large, square, red 
brick house, covered with KugliBh ivy, is 
noticeable only for its ample proportions. 
The door opeus into a wide hall, with a re­ 
ception-room at the right and two large 
drawing-rooms at the left, which open into 
the beautiful ballroom. 
At the end of the 
hall is the handsome dining room. Mr. 
W anamaker has decorated the house, ex­ 
cepting the walls of the dining and ball­ 
rooms, which are hung in crimson damask, 
as in Secretary W hitney’s time. 
On I street, facing Farrsgut square, is 
Secretary Tracy's home, which last year 
was occupied by I’ostruaster-General and 
Mrs. Dickinson. 
Mr. Tracy has been m ak­ 
ing extensive additions and the workmen 
are still busy. 
On the the K-street side of the square is 
the Russian Legation and Senator Leland 
Stanford’s home. Senator and Mrs. Stan­ 
ford are spending the holidays in New 
York and Boston, where they are occupied 
with deciding upon the Piesident and fac­ 
ulty for the new university. 
When Con­ 
gress reconvenes Mrs. Stanford will hold 
her usual weekly receptions. 
Senator and Mrs. Hearst are atW elcker’s 
Hotel until their house on New H am p­ 
shire avenue is finished. After Mrs. Hearst 
is settled in her home she will give several 
entertainments. 
Senator and Mrs. Stewart, of Nevada, 
have apartm ents at the Shoreham, the new 
apartm ent house on H street. They opened 
the season very pleasantly by giving a large 
reception to the Senators, Repereseniatives 
and their families from beyond the Rocky 
mountains, and to other friends from that 
section who are in town. So large a colony 
from the far West has been added to the 
Congressional family that some method of 
introduction was alm ost a necessity. 
The 
fall swing of a W ashington season affords 
little opportunity for acquaintance without 
some prelim inary introduction. 


M ER C H A N T M A R IN E . 


S en a to r F ry e's B ill to B u ild U p F a ste r 
A m erica n C om m erce. 


W a s h i n g t o n , January 
5th. — Senator 
Frye will introduce to morrow his bill to 
promote the postal ar.d commercial in ­ 
terests of the United States, referring to the 
carrying of m ails in American owned and 
built steamships, the main provisions of 
which have been made public. H e will 
also introduce a b ill‘ for the encourage­ 
m ent of commerce, the protection of nav­ 
igation and the improvem ent of the m er­ 
chant m arine in foreign trade.” 
It provides that all vessels, sail or steam, 
shall receive a bounty of one third of one 
mill per ton of its gross register measure­ 
m ent for each m ile navigated. The owners 
of the vessels already built shall receive a 
bounty only so long as they shall stand in­ 
spection and hold charter according to 
certain specified grades. 
Provisions of a sim ilar nature are given 
for several io be built hereafter. It further 
provides lor premium s for swift and safe 
sailiug, both for sail 
and 
steamships. 
Also, that vessels receiving said bounty 
shall, without charge, carry-all mail matter, 
not exceeding 1QO pounds, required by the 
Postmaster-General, provided such require­ 
m ent shall not extend to any established 
route. 
Further, these vessels shall carry 
apprentices, train them , etc., and asan ad­ 
ditional inducem ent such vessels shall be 
relieved from all tonnage duties. It also 
contains a provision directing the Post- 
ruastrr-General to m ake contracts for car­ 
rying mails on established routes, in Am er­ 
ican ships, prescribing the m anner of their 
construction, etc , giving them a num era­ 
tion additional to that provided for the ves­ 
sels in the bill. 
It also provides that to the President 
shall be given authority to require that any 
of these steamers shall be built according 
to the plans and specifications required to 
make them suitable for naval service, and 
that these vessels shall be enrolled as naval 
auxiliaries. 
It provides further that the Government 
shall give preference to American vessels 
in the carriage cf m aiÍ3. treasure, troops, 
naval and m ilitary stores, coal, etc , and 
that goods, wares and merchandise im ­ 
ported in such vessels shall have two years’ 
extension of time in the bonded warehouse, 
at the owners' option. Further, it shall be 
lawful for citizens of the United States en­ 
gaged in foreign trade and residing abroad 
to own vessels built iu the United States, 
and they may have them registered as ves­ 
sels of the United States.

SYSTEM . 


T lie lle n e tits D eriv ed 
lij* th e S old iers 
U n d er th e N ew O rder, 


W a sh in g to n , January 5th. — A djutant- 
General Kelton gives the following expla­ 
nation of what the canteen system is, be­ 
cause of the fight that will be m ade before 
Congress for its 
abolishm ent 
by post­ 
traders : 
"O ur canteen system is modeled on those 
of foreign countries, which is the co­ 
operative store of the regim ent. There is 
a ‘wet canteen’ and a ’dry canteen.’ The 
former is practically a club room, and is 
fitted up with a library and reading-room, 
and a room for games and others for re­ 
freshments, for all of which privileges the 
soldiers pay m onthly a subscription of two 
pence. 
‘‘The bill of fare lias a large variety and 
the charges are exceedingly low. T he dry 
canteen is the same as the post-trader’s 
store in our service, but where ail articles 
of general m erchandise are sold at rates 
slightly exceeding C09t. 
These are m an­ 
aged bv a committee of officers and non­ 
commissioned officers, under the super­ 
vision of the com m andant. There is a 
Treasurer, Accountant and Steward. Every­ 
thing is sold for cash and the money is 
lodged daily in bank. 
"The am ount of profits averages some 
$2,000 a year to each regiment. Of these 
profits every penny goes for the benefit of 
the soldier in supplying exira dinners, pa­ 
pers and games for the club-room. prizes 
for regimental sports and dishes fur the 
messe s. 
"In short the canteen is among the most 
im portant features of garrison life in E u­ 
rope. In the French and German armies 
the system is not so thorough as in Eng- 
laud; hot in all the co-operative feature is 
prom inent and all are under m ilitary su­ 
pervision. 
Practically, (his is the system 
which is now being introduced in our army 
and which may ultim ately supersede the 
post-trader system —not because the latter 
is a special m ark of disapproval, but be­ 
cause the canteen is for the greater benefit 
of the soldiers, and because the two sys­ 
tems are irreconcilable. 


O u tlin e o f tlie P ro p o sed W ork for th e 
C oin iu g W e ek . 
W ashington, January 5th.—Congress re­ 
assembles to-morrow. The list of absentees 
will be unusually large on eccountof m em ­ 
bers of both houses suffering from in­ 
fluenza.

C ru iser Y ork tow n w a s L a te in 
R e a ch in g L isb on. 
N e w Y o r k , January 5th.—The Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent on board the 
United States steamship A tlanta in a letter 
Irom Lisbon describes the experience of 
the squadron in tne tempest on the Atlantic. 
Referring to the keeping behind of the 
Yorktown, he says: A t 7 p. m. on the 
12th, in the higiit ot a furious south­ 
westerly gale aud a tremendous sea, the 
comm ander of the Yoiktow n made siguals 
to the flagship, requesting permission to 
heave to, which was granted. 
From that lime the Yorktown dropped 
astern. The action of her Commander is no 
more than could have been expected. The 
Yorktown is comparatively a light ship, 
carrying a very heavy battery. Thus is 
would have been the bight of folly to have 
kept the vessel running before such a 
heavy sea. 
H ad one of the m onstrous combs, which 
from titue to tim e rolled over the A tlanta's 
aud Boston's sterns, ever plunged on the 
Y orktown's m ain deck, it would have 
gutted her fore and aft. 
During the night aud all of next day the 
sea ran "m ountainshtgh,” but the Atlanta, 
in spite of hc-r low lore and after parts, rode 
it like a duck, as did also her sister ship 
the Boston. Nothing could more forcibly 
convey to the m ind the fury of the Atlantic 
than m e sight of these huge cruisers tossed 
like playthings by the sea, scudding along 
under reefed fore and main-topsaiis and 
foresail, and burying the muzzles of the 
guns under the wuter at every roll, it 
seemed incredible that their canvas would 
staud or that they couid long continue to 
run before such sea. 
No thought of "lying to,” howev.er, sug­ 
gested itself to the m ind of Adm iral 
Walker. 
The Chicago rolled on and on and the 
two gallant brigs followed, even if they did 
occasionally hid their entire fore and after 
parts under the green seas. 
On the m orning of the 14th the wind 
lulled considerably, but before night fell it 
came to blow with renewed violence. 
At 6 p. u . on the 15th the Boston made 
signals that her boilers needed repairs and 
the Chicago aud A tlanta slowed down until 
the repairs were completed. 
Fog, heavy rain aud a misty chop sea 
were the principal features of the re­ 
m ainder of the voyage. 
A set of more seaworthy vessels never 
put to sea. During the entire run and iu 
face of the exceptionally bed weather, they 
m aintained at the half hour an average 
speed of over nine knots an hour, a re­ 
m arkable performance, and, it is safe to 
say, one that has never been tqualed by 
any squadron.

The two thus treated were incorrigible, 
and to this fact and the ignorance and 
carelessness of the keeper their report at­ 
tributes the disgrace. Both women have 
been removed to the State Asylum , and 
the report recommends legislators to give 
the State Board of Charities jurisdiction 
over country authorities in sucn rases. 
One of the women was insane when a 
dozen years ago she arrived from Ger­ 
m any. A law is recommended to the 
Legislature giving the State Board power 
to return such patients to the place from 
whence they come.

chant vessel to fight the Colombians. 
"I 
had m any who were formerly in the Ger­ 
m an arm y," said Schepp, “scarred veterans 
some of them of the Franco-German war, 
who oaly begged a chance to ship on one of 
my ships and fight the Colombian vessels. 
It was with the greatest difficulty that I 
convinced them that I was not waging war 
on the Colombian Government, and that 
my vessel is not armed to fight airainst 
men-of war of the United States of Colom­ 
bia, but to resist any unlawful attem pt to 
capture her on the part of pirates, who, by 
sailing under the flag of Colombia, infringe 
her laws.” 
The acting Colombian Consul said : “ As 
vet I have received no advices from my 
Government with regard to the seizure of 
American vessels. All I cau say is that 
vessels trading on the San B!a3 coast should 
clear from tne Colombian Consulate in 
New Y ork.'1 
In reply to this argum ent the traders of 
the San Bias coast say: 
"If we clear a ves­ 
sel from here bound for Nicaraugua with a 
cargo and she discharges at Grevtown, then 
getting a clearance for Colon, at which port 
she takes out her trading license for the 
San Bias coast, wbat have we to do with 
the Colombian Consulate in this city? The 
famous triangular commerce which is car­ 
ried on between England, Brazil and this 
country would cease if such rules were en­ 
forced.

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A NEW IDEA. 


ndward E verett H ale, in th e Cosmopoli­ 
tan for January, advances a new idea. 
New ideas are not so plentiful in these 
days th at we can afford to pass any by 
■without exam ination. 
W hat Mr. H ale 
proposes is at once patriotic, and addressed 
to the highest statesm anship. 
The occa­ 
sion of the m eeting of the Pan-Am erican 
Congress has suggested to Mr. H ale th at 
th e Am erican nations should establish a 
tribunal to be known, as the “ H igh Court 
of the Americas.” 
Between the nations 
a re constantly arising questions of bound­ 
a rie s; of the return of fugitives from ju s­ 
tic e ; of customs difficulties; of the inter­ 
pretation of treaties and m emoranda of 
agreements ; questions of trade ; of fisher­ 
ies; of conflicting rights of citizens of dis­ 
tin ct nations; of personal liberty, and so 
on through a long catalogue. 
W e have 
now but three methods of adjusting all 
such m atters—by diplom atic correspond­ 
ence, by arbitration anil by war. 
The first 
is long, tedious and never satisfactory to 
th e weaker p a rty ; the second is refer­ 
ence to a body of men who may or may not 
be qualified, by reason of th eir knowledge 
o f international law, th eir experience in 
statecraft and th eir im partiality. 
In fact, 
there is more probability of a man being 
called to an International Board of A rbi­ 
tration because of the accident of position 
th an by reason of his em inent fitness to ad­ 
judicate. 
M r. H ale’s idea is to have the Pan- 
A m erican Congress suggest the creation of 
a “H igh Court of Americas” to pass upon 
all such questions as cannot be taken to 
th e ordinary tribunals of the nations. 
M en chosen to such a bench would be se­ 
lected because of their t me-eminent fitness, 
th eir distinguished services in statesm an­ 
ship, th eir ability as jurists and publicists, 
and their high character aud recognized 
w orth. 
To such stations the greatest of 
our men m ight aspire and feel th at they 
were looking forward to the loftiest gift 
in the power of the nation to bestow. 
To 
such a Court the type of men represented 
by the eminence of Jay, M arshall, Kent, 
Clay, W ebster, Adams, Douglas, Edmunds, 
Stunner, aud others of th at order of in ­ 
tellect, would be promoted. 
I t would be 
a body of the greatest dignity and would 
command theprofoundest respect through­ 
out the civilized world. 
M r. H ale suggests th at such a tribunal 
would attain such a high standard th at it 
would probably be called upon by other 
nations to act as a Board of A rbitration 
for them . 
H e would have the Judges 
hig h ly salaried aud th eir expenses paid 
w ith liberality, the cost being so divided 
th a t it would be very light upon each of 
th e Governments entering into the cre­ 
ation of the Court. 
I t should sit at the 
capitals of all the nations in order, and 
before it every nation in the league should 
have the right by its counsel to appear 
and argue its cause. 
H e adds th at the 
m embers of such a Court would apply 
them selves to the study of iuternatioual 
law and the ascertainm ent of exact justice 
between nations, and we should thus soon 
have a new and priceless literature upon 
th e law touching all questions th a t are 
now settled by diplomacy, strength, threat, 
w ar or arbitration. 
The “idea” of Mr. H ale strikes us with 
great force as one of exceeding value and 
entirely possible of easy accomplishment. 
W e do not, however, concur in the sugges­ 
tion of the em inent scholar th at two mem­ 
bers of such a Court should be chosen from 
n o n -American nations. 
H is idea is th at 
such men would look upon all questions 
presented with perfect freedom from local 
prejudice, which must to some extent in­ 
fluence the purest and the sternest of men. 
B ut we apprehend th at American jurists 
*nd statesmen would handle all questions 
to the satisfaction of the Am erican people 
th a t m ight be subm itted to them in the 
capacity indicated. 
N or is there good 
reason, in our opinion, for the further sug­ 
gestion of Mr. H ale th at such a tribunal 
would not have behind it other than moral 
force to sustain its decrees. 
As we look at 
it, it would have behind it the physical 
force of the m ajority of the nations inter­ 
ested in such decree. 
That is to say, if 
each of the nations appoint cne Judge, and 
a decree is made by a m ajority vote of the 
Judges, the nations they represent would 
be bound by every dictate of justice to 
stand behind the enforcemeut of the de­ 
cree, w ith even physical aim s, if need he. 
W ar is the last resort always, or should 
be, and this Court would therefore justify, 
a s no other action or body could, such re­ 
port to arms as m ight become necessary. 
B ut this necessity we do not believe 
would arise. 
As a peace prom oter such a 
•tribunal as the H igh Court of the A m eri­ 
cas would fill, to th e Am erican 
" ‘ions, 
precisely the place th at our I ’ preme 
C ourt of the U nited States occupies to­ 
wards the several States of the Federal 
U nion. 
T he highest office of statesm an­ 
sh ip is to prevent, not to promote physical 
¿struggles between 
peoples. 
I t would, 
therefore, befit 
statesm anship to fever 
th e establi-hm ent of some such a tribunal 


|as that indicated by the essayist who is 
entitled to the credit of originating the 
idea. 
The tru th is, that most wars are 
the result of things in themselves of small 
importance in the outset. 
The mischief is 
usually done before the offices of states­ 
m anship can be invoked, and too often be­ 
hind such interposition stands only ideas 
of national honor and the traditions of 
national dignity. 
But with such a tribu­ 
nal as the H igh Court of the Americas we 
would have as near an approach to exact 
justice as it is posssble for hum an agencies 
to make. 


H o s t i l i t i e s in Africa, on the east side, 
are reported as having commenced between 
the Portuguese and the English residents 
and the few B ritish troops in the Makololo 
country. 
The outcome of such a struggle 
can be forecast with precision by any one; 
the British will make the Portuguese pay 
dearly for their tem erity. 
I t may result 
also in the overthrow of the monarchy in 
Portugal, since the republican societies are 
in bitter antagonism to the recent African 
policy of the Government, and ar* now so 
strong as to occasion the Crown great un­ 
easiness. 
The difficulty between England 
and Portugal concerning the Delagoa Bay 
aflair and the concessions asked from 
Portugal by England, are not easily ex­ 
plained, nor in feet have they been clearly 
stated to the general public. 
In brief it 
may be said, however, th at the building of 
the Delagoa Kailway, constructed with 
English and American capital and under 
the protectorate of the B ritish flag, and 
through Portuguese territory inland to 
B ritish possessions, was not, according to 
the claims of Portugal officials in Africa, 
in accordance with the terms of the con­ 
cessions perm itting the construction. 
The 
builders, on the other hand, hold that they 
were delayed and impeded in their work 
by the Portuguese, and hence could not 
build w ithin the tim e lim ited nor strictly 
as conditioned. 
They insist, also, th at 
even if they had departed from their con­ 
tract it would not have justified the P o rtu ­ 
guese 
authorities iu interrupting 
the 
operation of any part of the road or pro­ 
hibiting further work upon it. 
In addi­ 
tion to the involved question concerning 
the railroad, there is an issue concerning 
boundaries and concessions, jurisdiction 
and the rights of the B ritish residents in 
the territory claimed by England and like­ 
wise contended for by the Portuguese. 
Portugal some days ago, through her 
M inister at the English court, adm itted 
th at the Portuguese officials had acted 
hastily, and w ith undue severity, and a dis­ 
position to recall M ajor Pinto and rebuke 
him was shown. 
Lord Salisbury had a 
very pacific interview with the Portuguese 
plenipotentiary, and the dispatches of Sat­ 
urday announced th at an amicable under­ 
standing would be arrived at. 
Now, how­ 
ever, the advices are that Portuguese have 
proceeded to the seizure of some of the 
M issionary and Lakes Trading Company’s 
steamers on Lake Nyassa and th at a con­ 
flict at arms was im m inent, if it had not 
indeed already taken place. 
Last June 
M ajor Pinto was sent out to the P ortu­ 
guese possessions in a gunboat. 
H e was to 
ascend the river Shire and make an expe­ 
dition on Lake Nyassa. 
T he American 
Consul notified our Governm ent th at if he 
attem pted it the Makololo people, a savage 
tribe, but on good terms w ith the English 
and the Germans, would resist his ap­ 
proaches. 
H e went on, was resisted, and 
his being the stronger party the natives 
were severely punished. 
This imm edi­ 
ately put all English and Germ an interests 
in that section in peril, and the trade the 
English and the Germans had built up 
was paralyzed. 
The African Lakes Com­ 
pany complained to the English G overn­ 
ment, which protested, and a wordy diplo­ 
m atic war broke out, in which the whole 
question of jurisdiction, concessions for the 
railway, the alleged violations aud forfeit­ 
ure of the railroad contract became in­ 
volved. 
Ju st w hat is the present status of 
these questions it will not lie possible to 
say until official statem ents are made. 
If, 
however, the latest dispatches are well- 
founded, the fear may be entertained that 
a conflict of arms wiil take place, in which 
case, of course, Portugal will be unable to 
m aintain her position. 
A t the same time, 
this conflict may be very brief and be con­ 
fined to the region indicated, for the dis­ 
position of England at all times of recent 
years has been to avoid wars and to settle 
all difficulties w ith other civilized nations 
by diplomacy or arbitration. 
But it is 
unlikely th at she will do either in this 
case until the statue quo is restored and 
the seizures made are returned. 


BOY AND GUN. 


T iie electric light franchise and street- 
lighting contract m atter will come up 
again to-day before the Board of Trustees. 
W hat the K ei ord-Union has said hereto­ 
fore in those m atters it now reiterates. 
The franchise should be granted, but not un­ 
til it Is modified by restrictions and guards 
such as this journal has thrice pointed out 
as absolutely necessary. 
W e must be un­ 
derstood as not opposing th e franchise 
grant. 
On the contrary, we believe that 
the expected competition will be beneficial 
to the city and the people who use electric 
lights. 
There is not and should not be in 
our city policy any exclusiveness in grants 
for the right to use public highways for 
public works. 
But no such grant should 
be made in a m anner that will deprive the 
city authorities of all control over the 
methods of such use and th at will prevent 
the city a t any tim e from compelling 
the grantees to make street repairs as 
their industry renders 
necessary. 
So, 
too, there are necessary restrictions that 
should be attached as to the uses of the 
streets for varied electrical and at present 
indefinite purposes, and affirmative and 
specific expression of every detail intended 
to be covered by the grant, while the city 
should retain the rig h t to make the grant 
at all times subservient and secondary to 
the interests of the people iu their uses of 
the streets, in the operation of ihe fire 
alarm system, in the work of the fire de­ 
partm ent, and in any other m atters in 
which the city’s interests should be first 
considered, and the corporation’s second. 
As to the contract for 6treet-lighting, we 
reiterate th at all the bids should be de­ 
clared oft'until the new company is ready 
to bid w ith contemporary ability to per­ 
form. 
I f it is said th at this m ight give 
still others a chance to bid and thus result 
in forcing prices down to a lower notch 
than now rated under the recent bidding, 
we reply th at investors always take care of 
their investm ents in such m atters, and 
that if such a result should follow the in­ 
terests of the city and its people wiil be 
conserved.

V iews o f a W ise M other on an Im p o r­ 
ta n t S ubject.

Ten years ago the question of allowing 
my son, a boy of 8 years, to use a gun was 
a vexed one in my mind. 
One day it was 
decidedly settled— first in my own, and 
later in the minds of the boy’s father and 
grandparents, and in this wise: 
It was a beautiful sunny day in October, 
a day when young people, as well as their 
elders, felt it almost a sin to remain in­ 
doors, when my afore-mentioned son of 8 
years came rushing into my sitting-room, 
where the family were assembled, w ith a 
white scared face and trem bling voice. 
“Oh, Bia, Mrs. Perkins says Jim m y has 
been killed out in the woods. 
She wants 
you to go right over there ! ” 
This excla­ 
mation, although a trifle incoherent, was 
lucid enough for me to understand that 
some accident had happened; and I lett 
the house, only to return some hours later 
saddened by the sight of the death of a 
promising lad of 10 years, caused by the 
careless handling of a 
shotgun. 
“To 
th in k ! ” 
exclaimed 
the 
heart-broken 
m other, while she was surrounded by sev­ 
eral sym pathetic friends, “I have always 
had such a horror of firearms, and never 
allowed Jim m y to handle a gun. 
W here 
could he have gotten hold of this one ?” 
Poor child, and poor m other ! My heart 
ached for her; but it did seem to me as if 
she had not cared for her boy in the right 
way, and that she was almost to blame for 
his death. 
Almost any boy will get hold 
of some sort of firearm and “go hunting.” 
If lie has to do it by stealth, so m uch the 
worse, but do it he will, and to the aston­ 
ishm ent and w rath of Jack’s grandmother, 
the horror of Jack’s grandfather, but with 
the approval of Jack’s father, Jack had a 
gur.. 
It was a small light gun, hut well- 
made and entirely reliable, and the boy’s 
delight and dignity were indiscribable. 
Do you suppose he had it to play with or 
unconditionally ? 
N ot at all. 
It was in 
vain I tried to quiet the apprehensions of 
the m others of the neighborhood by tell­ 
ing them my reasons for the gift. 
In tim e 
two or three came to argue w ith me, and 
their sons had the same privilege as mine, 
hut it was a long tim e before I had any 
followers. 
In the first place, as Jack’s father was 
not much of a sportsman, I took the boy to 
a man who lived in the neighborhood, who 
often spent a day in the woods, and told him 
just w hat I wanted, viz., th at Jack should 
learn the proper use of a gun— th at he 
should know the dangers of firearms, and 
also the pleasure of a day spent in the 
pursuit of gam e; and after applauding my 
ideas, Mr. Stearns readily agreed to take 
Jack as a pupil. 
After this, on W ednes­ 
day and Saturday, if the weather pearnit- 
ted, M r. Stearns and Jack would “go 
a-hunting.” 
Sometimes I went also; and 
when Jack was twelve years old Mr. 
Stearns’ company was sometimes dispensed 
with, and we went together. 
As Jack 
grew older he saw more and more the ne­ 
cessity for care and caution, and now when 
he goes oil' w ith dog and gun I feel no un­ 
easiness. 
W hy is it, I wonder, th at mothers so 
often fail to understand the natural long­ 
ings of their sons ? 
Is is too much to ask 
th at they put themselves occasionally in 
the boy’s place, and feel that the gun, the 
bicycle, the new baseball bat or the cam­ 
era will save the boy from the tem ptation 
of the cigarette, the salooD, the vicious lit­ 
erature or other evils of the day ? 
L et 
some other m other be heard from on the 
gun question.

Higby it Boyer are fully in­ 
sured. 
Holley, Mason, M arks it Co. are 
partly insured. No others are insured. 
Following is a list of the business houses 
burned: 
Moore’s block, occupied by the 
Mint restaurant and the office of the Silver 
Lead M ining Company; Liebes’ furniture 
store, Holley, Mason, Marks it Co.’s hard­ 
ware store, C. W. Weber’s stationery store, 
Higby it Boyer, general merchandise; Mc- 
Fadden’s dwelling house. Grand Central 
Hotel, Charles K ing’s restaurant, W illiam 
Bulger’s saloon, D. L. H arley’s cigar store, 
Castle & Sullivan’s boarding-house, H om er 
■t Parker's barbershop, J. Coligan’s saloon, 
Joe Stahl's beer ball, C. Fiaig’s jewelry 
store, Follett it M orris’ store-room, C. F. 
Anderson’s tailor-shop,George T. Spencer’s 
barber shop, Ed Bolger's saloou, N orm an's 
telephone office and the store known as the 
W hite House. The estimated loss is Í100,- 
000. 
This news is seut by telephone and 
the operator is now compelled to leave the 
office, which is on fire. The reservoir, 
which was up on the hillside, was the only 
water supply, and when the fire started it 
was found to be dry. 
People had been 
letting the water run in their houses to 
keep the pipes from freezing. The creek 
was frozen, so lhat no water could be ob­ 
tained from it, and the tire is being fought 
with s d o w . Several buildings were blown 
u p with giant powder. 
W ardner was built in a deep gulch, with 
only one street, a mile and a half long, and 
an alley. The famous B unker H ill and 
Sullivan m ines are located on the outskirts 
of the town. The fire is practically under 
control.

Besides the m ounted party, the hills were 
dotted with armed Indians, and no doubt 
there will be trouble before the m atter is 
settled.

ING AIMLESSLY ABOUT.

A t the morning's services yesterday at 
the First Christian Church, líev. A. M. 
Growden, the pastor, spoke from the text: 
“And if ye salute your brethren only, 
w hat do ye more than others? Do not 
even the Gentiles the same? Ye, there­ 
fore, shall be perfect, as your Heavenly 
Father is perfect.”—Matt, v., 47-48. 
I think it wise to take bearings to-day. 
At sea the mariner, at the hour of noon, 
takes his position to take observation of 
the sun. It is a moment of importance. 
The welfare of the ship and its precious 
human freight depend upon a perfect ob­ 
servation and an exact calculation. In a 
short time the result is ascertained—so 
much ‘ southing,” so much “northing”_ 
yes, and so much “leeway.” 
How much "southing” and “northing” 
and headway have you made during the 
run of 1889? Are you much nearer to 
Heaven than when you believed ? How 
much “leeway” have you made—how far 
have you drifted from the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus ? 
"We ought to give the more earnest heed 
to these things, lest at any time we should 
let them slip.” 
Let us look up to the sun of righteosuness 
and see ihrough 
the light of Heaven 
whither we are “drifting” or “steering.” 
He who is not constantly striving to do 
more than others is not working out his 
salvation with fear and trembling. He is 
drifting, and should take his bearing, and 
take a new departure. 
Christ, in the pas­ 
sage of our text, rebukes a number of very 
common sins. If your religious profession 
is only to love those who love you, what 
reward have you? Do not the publicans 
the same? The publicans were not re­ 
markable for piety; they were looking after 
the perishable things of life; they loved 
those who loved them, and if your stand­ 
ard is no higher than that, where will you 
receive any reward? 
Christ's teaching antagonizes our nature; 
it is natural to love those who love you, 
and to hate those who do not love you, but 
it is not Christ-like. Remember His prayer 
on the cross—that prayer for those who had 
persecuted Him, crowned Him with a 
thorny crown, crucified Him between two 
thieves—“Father, forgive them.” Can you 
pray sincerely to-day in that strain ? It is 
to God the sweetest music that springs 
from the soul. 
Those who profess to be followers of the 
Christ are to do more than others. God is 
not satisfied if you are not superior to the 
standard of morality. If you love where love 
is, and hate where hate is, are you not still 
in the "gall of bitterness and the hands of 
iniquity” ? Where is your reward? "If 
you salute your brethren only, what do ye 
more than others?” It is not sufficient 
that you love the church, its ordinances 
and elevated pleasures. What good scul 
woHld not love the house of God? You are 
to do more than this. 
Robert Burns once spoke to a beggar 
clothed in rags, and a friend observed: 
“ Why did you notice that m an?” Said 
Burns: “I did not speak to the clothes; I 
spoke to the man.” 
If we could only see in every man some­ 
thing that Christ did to love, we would 
soon love the world in the sense of desir­ 
ing and striving to save it. God hates sin, 
but loves the sinner. He loved to such a 
degree that He gave His Son to die for it. 
The mission of every Christian is to save 
others. 
If you would do more than publicans 
and'linsaved Gentiles, do as Christ did. Go 
seek and to save was the inspiration of His 
earthly life. Shall it not be yours during 
this year ? 
To do more than others must be our rule. 
There is danger in doing less. 
The religion of Christ demands spiritual 
development. To stand still is to die. If 
you are not better than you were last year, 
you are worse. 
Graces and faculties that 
are not exercised are taken away. 
On examining the Crustacea taken from 
the waters of the Mammoth Cave in Ken­ 
tucky, you find the organs of vision. The 
eye looks perfect, but it is a mockery; the 
optic nerve is shrunken; the eye is there, 
but no vision. 
Choosing to dwell in dark­ 
ness, nature has 
removed that which 
would be useless to them. So it is in the 
spiritual world. If the spiritual faculties 
are not exercised decay and deprivation is 
the result. Nothing is given in vain. To 
use is to improve; to neglect is to lose. 
The man who gained another’s talent re­ 
ceives in addition the talent from him who 
gained nothing. Some in the church grow 
year by year, and it is because they have 
learned to gain spiritual interest. Others 
become smaller each year, because they 
live loveless, neglectful lives. 
To some the church appears as an arsenal 
whence they may obtain weapons to fight 
everybody. To others it is as an hospital, 
where they may have their broken spirit­ 
ual limbs reset. To others it is a place of 
entertainment and display, where every­ 
thing that is esthetic shall appear, and 
everything that is solid and edifying shall 
be omitted. 
In my judgment their views are wrong. 
The church Í3 the training-ground for 
heaven—a place where rough diamonds 
are polished to glitter forever in the dia­ 
dem of King Jesus; a place where love 
shall burn out the dross from purified 
hearts; a place where the angels love to 
dwell—the great missionary center for the 
world’s evangelization. 
God proposes to save the world through 
the church. 
Many ask, “How can a man 
be perfect as the Father is perfect ?” Many 
affirm that perfection is not attainable. 
The perfection spoken of here is attain­ 
able. The language refers to the perfection 
of Divine love, and a man becomes more 
like the Divine Being as he learns to love 
those who are not his brethren, and who 
do not salute him. “Let your love be per­ 
fect, embracing enemies as well as friends, 
as tbe love of God is manifested to the evil 
as well as to the good.” 
IVhen the individual rises to the sublim­ 
ity of this great lesson, life will truly be 
transfigured for him. When the church is 
filled with the love of Christ—that love 
that 
constrained 
Him 
to 
tabernacle 
amongst men, to welcome sinners to his 
fold—yea. to die for an unbelieving world, 
then shall she walk forth clear as the sun, 
fair as tbe moon and terrible as an army 
with banners. 
God has en tbe day when Christians 
shall not be satisfied with what has been 
done, but awake to the realization of the 
work yet to be done.

WE4RY OF LIFE. 


SHOCKING SUICIDE OF AN OLD SACRA­ 
MENTO CITIZEN. 


T h e R a ilr o a d C leared L ast N iglit, and 
T ra in s a ll M oving. 
The battle between the railroad employes 
and the Storm King has resulted in a vic­ 
tory for the former, at least for the pres­ 
ent. This was rendered possible by the 
fact that the Storm King had called off bis 
ghostly 
forces. 
The snow-fall having 
ceased, the army of shovelers, aided by the 
rotary snow-plow, got the road cleared 
last night across tbe summit. 
The delayed west-bound overiund trains 
came down the mountain yesttrday morn­ 
ing, arriving here at 5 o’clock. After re­ 
leasing them, the plow was headed for the 
Summit, this side of which ¡ay tbe unpro­ 
tected stretch of road where the sheds 
were burned last summer. 
Here tbe snow bad slid down and again 
filled the deep cut through which the 
track lays, and this had to be removed be­ 
fore the East-bound (and snow-bound) 
trains could proceed. The plow attacked 
this mountain of snow last evening, and 
it was expected that the traius would pass 
tbe Summit about midnight on their way 
East. 
There was no storm on the mountains 
yesterday, the weather being clear and 
cold, and the railroad officials are hoping 
that it may remain so long enough to give 
them a much-needed rest. 
The situation in the mountains is such 
that its counterpart was never before expe­ 
rienced. The railroad track is virtually a 
tunnel through a mountain of snow from 
Blue Canyon to Trnckee. Wherever the 
track is not protected by sheds the snow 
keeps sliding down upon it, and even if 
another storm does not occur for weeks to 
come it will require a considerable force of 
men and constant vigilance to prevent the 
track becoming obstructed. 
Persons who have been up tbe road 
within tbe past few days describe the scene 
as one of terrible grandeur. As far as the 
eye can see rises one white peak above an­ 
other, with nothing to relieve the monot­ 
ony of the view except here and there 
great gaps on the sides of mountains 
whence bad been launched terrible thun­ 
derbolts of snow into the deep canyons be­ 
low. The marvel is how man lias been 
able to conquer such an enemy and main­ 
tain an open highway through and over a 
great chain of mountains under the pres­ 
ent conditions. 
Only the greatest skill 
and most indomitable energy could render 
such an achievement possible.

The highest and lowest Signal Service 
temperature yesterday was 48° and 35°, 
while the day was a most delightful one— 
somewhat chilly, but just bracing enough 
so that a brisk walk would send the blood 
tingling to the finger-ends with warmth 
and give to the cheeks that delightful glow 
of health and vigor without which we are 
phvsicallv poor indeed. 
Throughout the storms of nearly two 
months this city has been treated compara­ 
tively well by tbe elements. We have had 
less rain than other points to the north­ 
ward, eastward and westward, and have 
had no snow, although the Coast Range is 
patched with “ the beautiful” down to 
within a few feet of the valley. 
The barometer was rising slowly last 
evening, while northerly winds prevailed. 
That instrument is now near the 30-inch 
mark, and it is to be hoped that it will 
climb so high that its indications may 
point to cloudless nights and sunshiny 
days. 
The highest and lowest temperature one 
year ago yesterday was 61- and 36°, and 
one year ago to-day 61- and 38°. The tem­ 
perature at 5 a . a. and 5 p. a . yesterday 
was 36= and 40°, respectively. 
The dew-point at 5 o’clock last night was 
32°, which .IS an excellent forewarning of 
a heavy and killing frost this morning, pro­ 
viding cloads have not since covered the 
sky, thereby preventing a rapid radiation 
from the earth’s surface—for clouds reflect 
back to the earth the heat that is radiated 
from the latter, and if no clouds intervene 
to intercept it the rrdiation goes rapidly on 
and reduces the temperature of the dew- 
point of the air on the earth's surface very 
much lower than 32°, thereby causing 
heavy frost and t hin ice to appear.

John A. Sweeney, residing at 926 C 
street, committed suicide last evening, by 
catting his throat with a razor. It seems 
that on the 6th day of June last he was 
thrown from a buggv while returning from 
a picnic at Leet’s Grove, and sustained 
severe injuries, especially to his head, 
Ever since then he had been in a melan­ 
choly mood, and fully realized the fact 
that his mental faculties were impaired. 
Latterly his condition became worse, and 
about a month ago he took a dose of poison, 
but prompt medical aid saved his life. 
Since then his family have considered 
the advisability of having him examined 
as to his sanity, and if possible, have him 
sent to one of the asylums, where he could 
be properly cared for, as they feared 
that he might at any 
moment take 
his 
life. 
They 
even 
consulted with 
him on the subject, but he declined to give 
his consent to go unless he could at any 
time see the members of his family. The 
difficulties in the way of this proposition 
were explained to him, and he became 
more despondent than ever. 
Yesterday the family decided that bis 
condition was such as to demand immedi­ 
ate action. He was known to have a razor 
secreted in his room, and one of his sons 
pleaded with him to give it up, but Sweeny 
deuied stoutly that he had a razor or any 
other weapon. 
About half-past six o’clock in the evening 
his son Frank went to Seventh and J 
streets and telephoned to the Police Station 
for a couple of officers to meet him at that 
place. Officers Rider and McLaughlin re­ 
sponded, and the young man explained 
the situation and asked them to go to the 
house with him and take his father to the 
County Jail for safe-keepiDg until to-day, 
when he would be examined by the Com­ 
missioners in Lunacy. 
The three men 
went to the house, which they found in a 
state of confusion and excitement. 
It is supposed that the father knew what 
was going on, for in the absence of his son 
Frank he had cut his throat with a razor, 
inflicting a gash that stretched almost from 
ear to ear. He was found by other mem­ 
bers of the family- lying on the bed with 
the biood streaming from the wound. 
When his son and the officers arrived he 
was still alive, and two surgeons were sent 
for. They soon arrived and set to work to 
sew up the wound, but before the task was 
accomplished 
the 
unfortunate 
man 
breathed his last. 
Deceased was a man highly esteemed by 
his neighbors and all who knew him. He 
was a native of Rochester, N. Y„ and 52 
years or age, although he looked to be 
fully fifteen years younger. He had been 
a resident of Sacramento for twenty-three 
years, and a painter in the employ of the 
railroad company for eighteen years. He 
leaves three sons—John, Frank and Will­ 
iam—all of whom are in the railroad 
service, and two daughters, also grown. 
His mother, aged 82 years, also survives 
him. His wife died some years ago. 
The family of deceased are greatly dis­ 
tressed over tbe terrible aud melancholy 
affair, and it is feared that the shock will 
prove fatal to the aged mother, whose 
health is very feeble. 
The funeral, it is understood, will take 
place at 2 o’clock p. si. on Tuesday after­ 
noon from the family residence.

H o w

C red ito rs F a ile d . 
The village of Kirkwood, Tehama county, 
has lately been made the scene of a mer­ 
cantile scandal that affects not only persons 
in that village, but some business houses 
in Sacramento. Various stalemenls have 
appeared concerning the transaction, but 
the one published in the Red Bluff People's 
Cause of Saturday is said to be a correct 
version. It appears that on the 11th day 
of last month the firm of J. T. W ight & 
Co., composed of J. T. Wight and W. J. 
Wight, his son, doing business at Kirkwood 
as general merchants, sold their entire 
stock to Ernest Tapscott, of Red Bluff, for 
the sata of $2,000. Upon this coming to 
the ears of their creditors, an investigation 
was had, which resulted in showing that 
the Wights were owing over $15,000 for 
goods received by them, of which $6,000 or 
$7,000 were received since the 1st of Oc­ 
tober, 1S89; that the $2,000 received from 
Tapscott had been paid to Mrs. Wight upon 
an alleged indebtedness to her, and that 
there were no assets except the book ac­ 
counts, amounting to about $7,000, and a 
small amount of other property. 
After learning the state of affairs, the 
creditors filed a petition to have the Wights 
declared insolvent, and the Wights were 
brought into Court and examined in re­ 
spect to their property. D. B. Lyon was 
appointed receiver, and went to Kirkwood 
and took charge of the stock of goods in 
the store, and an inventory showed that 
they amounted to $4,530 70, besides a con­ 
siderable quantity which Tapscott had 
shipped to his store in Red Bluff, the value 
of which has not yet been ascertained. 
Upon their examination the Wights testi­ 
fied that they had sold the entire stock of 
goods to Tapscott, and that none of the 
goods had been carried away or concealed 
by them. They also testified that J. T. 
Wight and Tapscott had walked from near 
I’roberta to Corning on the day of the sale, 
aud had arrived there after dark and then 
took a team and drove to Kirkwood, teach­ 
ing Kirkwood about 10 o’clock, and that 
the bill of sale was then signed and Tap­ 
scott took possession the same Dight. 
Messrs. Hatfield, Garter and Hitchcock, 
the attorneys for the creditors, having 
reason to believe that the statements as to 
concealing goods were not true, a search 
warrant was procured and placed in the 
hands of Deputy Sheriff M. Hickman, and 
upon searching the premises of the Wights 
in Kirkwood, goods amounting to the value 
of over $500 were found concealed therein, 
and in the barn of J. T. Wight $1,500 in 
gold and currency was found concealed in 
an old tin can. 
The Wights also testified that a bill of 
goods bought cf Murphy, Grant <t Co., of 
San Francisco, did not amount to more 
than $1,400. An itemized bill from that 
firm showed that the goods ordered, and for 
which they bold shipping receipts, were 
shipped to them October 9th, 12th and 14tb, 
amounting to nearly $4,000. Some of the 
goods were fouDd among those concealed. 
Both of the Wights have been arrested 
on a charge of perjnry committed in mak­ 
ing the above and other statements. 
It is the purpose of the creditors to sift 
the whole transaction to the bottom and 
enforce penal laws wherever they have 
been violated.

Wights throughout all these Court proceed­ 
ings, and A. L. Hart, of Sacramento, has 
been employed to assist him in the defense 
of the criminal suits. 
Mrs. Wight claims that the $1,500 found 
is her personal property.

S ai; F ra n c isc o , January 5ih.—After a 
long and terrible week in the storm-tossed 
w avts, the steam ship Slate of California 
was towed into this port at 3 o’clock this 
m orning. 
She left Portland last Saturday evening 
during a storm, stopping at Astoria on the 
way Sunday afternoon. 
A t 4 o’clock that 
aft-m oon she left in a dense fog. This 
was the last seen of the steam er until 
Thursday afternoon, when she was seen out 
at sea from Bowen’s Landing, Mendocino 
county. 
During the interim the greatest anxiety 
bad existed as to her fate, both in thi3 city 
and in Astoria, and Portland.

T he U nited States revenue steamers Cor­ 
win and R ash were sent in search of the 
State ot California on Wednesday morning, 
and later several tugs left.

The Stale ",f California had not seen any 
signs of the Vigilance, Monarch or R ash. 
T he steamship broke her shaft when 100 
m ilts out of Astoria daring a frightful gaie. 
Ail sails were set a! once, but the steam ­ 
ship experienced the greatest difficulty in 
m aking any headway down the coast. 
Days were spent in tacking and beating 
agaiust the wind. 
W hen off Bowen’s Landing, Mendocino 
county, First Officer Stevens put off in a 
em ail boat with four men. 


A TOUCHING STOKV. 


A M an W ho C laim s H is W ife W as 13 n- 
ticed A w ay. 
S an F ra n cisco , January 5th.—J. H . Rey­ 
nolds was arrested last evening for disturb­ 
ing the pjace and using vulgar language, 
on com plaint of George F. Perkins. The 
prisoner, who is a tine-looking, intelligent 
m an about 30 years of age, deposited $40 
bail and was released. 
H e told a touching story in connection 
w ith his arrest which brought tears to his 
eyes ss he related it. 
He says that his wife, 
to whom he has been married several 
years, and to whom he is greatly attached, 
was until lately the owner of a prosperous 
business at 1020 Market street, and that his 
hom e was all that could be desired. 
A short tim e ago she became acquainted 
w ith the complaining witness. Perkins, and 
his wife, who soon initiated her into the 
m ysteries of spiritualism , and persuaded 
her to leave him . They told her that he 
was not suited to her, and finally prevailed 
upon her to sue for a divorce, which is now 
pending in the Courts. 
Since the separation he has been heart­ 
broken. and has made num erous attempts 
to see his wife, which have been thwarted 
by the Perkinses, who keep Mrs. Reynolds 
in strict seclusion. L sit night he made 
another attem pt to sec her, but os usual 
was not successful, and in his anger used 
language more forcible rhan elegant. 
Reynolds further said that tne charges 
against him are merely made to set him 
out of the wav so that they can further en­ 
thrall her. 
He thinks that it he could se­ 
cure an interview w ith his wife he could 
persuade her to return to him . 


U T IL IZ IN G IM M ENSE PO W E R . 


A S chem e W hicli W ill lie of G reat A d­ 
v an tag e to O gden. 
Ogden, January 5th.—A scheme of no 
sm all imp : tai.ce and of great benefit to 
this city and Territory was inaugurated 
here yesterday by C. E. Mayne of San 
Francisco. This gentleman was the most 
prom inent fig 
e in Om aha real estate cir­ 
cles during the prosperous tim es here a 
year or : tvo ago. 
Iu passing through this 
cuy on his way to San Francisco six weeks 
ago he was attracted by the groat water 
power in the cauyou that takes its name 
from this city, part of which lies within 
•the city limits. 
Civil engineers were set to work m aking 
surveys of the volume, and fail of the river. 
It was found that by damm ing the canyon 
to a hight of seventy-five feet alm ost un­ 
lim ited power could be obtained. These 
facts obtained, neatly 1 200 acres of land 
was secured and a power company with a 
capital of $200,000 formed for carrying out 
the plans. 
A large part of the stock was 
readily soid in San Francisco and $30,000 
was taken here. 
The fact that there is no m anufacturing 
center as yet in the Rocky m ountains, and 
that this great power can be utilized at so 
sm all an expense has given a great impe­ 
tus to the city’s prosperity. 
Arrangements 
are under way for distributing power by 
m eans of electricity to any locality, also for 
furnishing motive power to street railways 
and electric lighting companies. 
The oid elec:ric light works, it is claimed, 
will be supplanted by the new company. 
One or two extensive m anufacturing en­ 
terprises are under way tbat will utilize 
this power, thus insuring a demand for the 
facilities afforded by the enterprise from 
the day it is put in operation.
